Miss Grace Harrington, Daugh- 
ter of Custer Fighter, , 
Disqualified.

WEST POINT, N. Y., Aug. 13.— 
Miss Grace Harrington, postmis- 


tress at West Point, was notified 
yesterday by the United States Civ- 
il Service Commission that her ap- 
plication to enter the open competi- 
tive examination for this position 
was disapproved because she failed 
to meet specific requirements as to 
residence. | 

Miss Harrington has been living 
at Highland Falls, adjacent to the 
military reservation on which no 
quarters for a postmaster have been 
provided. 

Reports in recent weeks that the 
incumbent, an “army junior,” who 
has held the office for eight years, 
would be replaced aroused a con- 
troversy and brought army officers 
to her defense. Officers said the 
job at West Point had always been 
a non-political appointment and 
since 1847 has been filled by an 
army orphan. 

Miss Harrington, daughter of 
Lieut. Henry -M. Harrington, who 
lost his life in the Custer campaign 
of 1876, has been indorsed for the 
post by the. superintendent of the 
academy, the Association of grad- 
uates, the Order of Indian Wars 
and many residents of the military 
reservation which she serves. 

Reports became current here that 
Miss Harrington would be displaced 
to make way for a candidate named 
by the Democratic county chairman 
of Orange County. That started 
the clamor over the appointment.

A small dam was constructed at 
the entrance of the channel, and 
the wash from the anchored motor- 
boats forces the water over the 
dam and into the channel. Engi- 
neers estimated that the boats were 
forcing about 15,000 gallons a min- 
ute into the channel, from which 
the regular pumping machinery 
transfers it to the refinery.

TWO WISCONSIN 
BLAZES UNCHECKED 


Two Villages Still in Dan- 
ger—Smoke Pall Extends 
as Far South as St.

ST. PAUL, Minn, Aug. 13. — 
Flames spread through a large area 
of northern forests today despite 
the efforts of 25,000 men who la- 
bored under increasing hazards. Ad- 
verse winds and low humidity han- 


dicapped the fighting forces. 

Hundreds of men were picked up 
on the atreets of International 
| Falls, Minn., and enlisted along ad- 
| jacent highways. They joined 1000 
others who were striving to head 
off fire on the international boun- 
dary north of Kabetogama Lake. 
The flames there were said to he 
“completely out of control over 
10,000 acres,” 


COC Youths Aid in Fight. 


Trucks rushed civilian conserva- 
tion corps reinforcements and 8000 
feet of hose to the Tom Lake front 
in the Grand Portage State Forest 
in northeastern Minnesota. The 
crest fire there remained unchecked 
after charring 6000 acres of virgin 
timber. 

One thousand men failed to check 
flames creeping over woodland in 
the Markhampalo section of Minne- 
sota. The fire flared anew after 
leveling 22 farm homes over the 
weekend. Residents of Bassett, 
Toimi and Fairbanks watched the 
flames anxiously. 

Hundreds of men cut emergency 
firebreaks near Sandstone, Minn., 
in the path of a new fire. Another 
major fire roared near Pequaywan 
Lake, 25 miles south of Duluth, In 
the Moose Bay-Basswaogd Falls re- 
gion 12 others burned. 

Warnings to flee from menacing 
brush fires were carried to resi- 
dents in the McGrath (Minn.) area 
by National Guardsmen. Other 
| militiamen mapped the district and 
'made arrangements for emergency 
transportation of residents. 

Earlier unlimited power to pro- 
tect life and property in the fire- 
ravaged north woods area were 
vested in Grover Conzet, State 
forester, by the State Conservation 
Commission, Conzet told the com- 
mission one district alone was re- 
porting on 41 fires daily. 


Two Major Wisconsin Fires. 


In Wisconsin the fire menace cen- 
tered in the Bennett and Pattison 
Park districts, Twelve families left 
Bennett. The village of Hawthorne 
also was endangered, 

From Washington, D. C., the Na- 
tional Park Service reported the 
combined forces of the navy, the 
Coast Guard and the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps appeared to be win- 
ning a 10-day fight with the forest 
fire on-Isle Royale in Lake Supe- 
rior off Houghton, Mich. A _ sgea- 
plane lent by the navy for oberva- 
tion reported only a few “hot spots” 
remaining in the 27,000 acres of is- 
land timber land burned over. 
| Demaray said the-field force prob-

unless fresh winds fanned new life 
in the receding flames. He said

had sought refuge in the unburned 
portion of the island and in the 
small lakes. 
| A heavy pall of smoke hovered 
over the fire zones and extended as 
far south as St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis.

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RELIEF FOR BARROW ESKIMOS 


Cutter Lands Four and Half Tons 
of Food. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13. — The 


cutter Northland advised coast 
guard headquarters today she had 
landed four and a half tons of food 
at Barrow, Alaska, and that the im- 
mediate famine situation among 
eskimos there was in hand. At the 
same time, the cutter said “existing 
destitution is not so serious as 
earlier reports indicated.”

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‘URGES ADOPTION BY ST. LOUIS 


OF STANDARD MILK ORDINANCE 


Dean Joseph McClain of Washing- 
ton U. Law School Speaks at 
Consumers’ Council. 

Dr. Joseph McClain, new dean of 
the Washington University Law 
School, urged adoption by St. Louis 
of the standard milk ordinance of 
the United States Public Health 
Service at a meeting of the Con- 
sumers’ Council yesterday at Hotel 
The standard ordi- 
nance, pending in the Board of Al- 
dermen, was introduced as the re- 
sult of efforts of the Consumers’ 
Council and the St. Louis Medical 


Society. 

Dean McClain said the provisions 
of the standard ordinance authoriz- 
ing the labeling of milk in accord- 
ance with its quality and providing 
for degrading of milk from unin- 
spected sources or unapproved 
plants was necessary to proper en- 
forcement of the ordinance. Louis- 
ville (Ky.) where he was head of 
the University of Louisville School 
of Law, before coming to Washing- 
ton University, has the best and 
purest milk supply in the United 
States, he said. It is the largest of 
540 cities having the standard or- 
dinance with grading and degrad- 
ing provisions. 

Dean McClain said increased cost 


of meeting requirements of the or- 
_dinance was passed on to the con- 
sumer and consequently works no 


hardship on distributors.

of the bank accessible which for 
years have been under water. 

Cleaning Up Shanty Towns. 

Much of the refuse was adjacent 
to the shanty towns, strung along 
the river bank, where hundreds of 
persons live. Sanitary rules have 
been suggested to the river front 
dwellers to prevent the development 
again of the condition remedied by 
the WPA cleanings, according to 
Byrne. 

City ownership of the shore line 
varies in size from strips less than 
100 feet wide to sections more 
than 600 feet wide.

Hamilton charged that a_ report 
concerning cancellation of airmail

“Il say apparently on purpose. The 
report has never been made public, | 
and, therefore, I don’t know and 
neither does anyone else outside of 
Farley's ring of friends.

Total Will Be $352,000 Less 
Than in 1935, Due to 
Cut in Assessments. 


Although 14507 more bills for 
real estate and personal . property 
taxes will be sent out for 1936 than 
in 1935, St. Louis revenue from 
these sources will be $352,475 less. 
Assessor Ralph Coale yesterday 
sent 237.959 bills for a total of $27,- 
353,635 to Comptroller Louis Nolte’s 
office for checking. 

In about a month they will be 
sent to Collector William F. Bau- 
mann, who will notify taxpayers by 
poc‘ol card of the amount they owe. 
The rete for 1936 is $2.77 on the 
$100 valuation — the same as last 
year. 

The difference in revenue is due 
to general reductions in valuation 
of small homes throughout the city. 
This year the total valuation is 
$987,562,000, of which $895,129,560 is 
for real estate and $92,432,440 for 
personal property. The 1935 valua- 
tion was $1,000,294,480, real estate 
béing $917,263,570 and personal prop- 
erty $83,030,910. 

The increase this year in personal 
property valuation was due to a 
more complete assessment on auto- 
mobiles. For this year 106,000 auto- 
mobiles were assessed at $22,449,000, 
as compared to 96,924 assessed at 
$18,237,780 for 1935. Further in- 
crease was due to assessment of 
money, notes and.bonds of corpora- 


tions and estates in Probate Court, 
which had been overlooked previ- 
ously.

JULY BUSINESS FAILURES 


ARE LOWEST SINCE 1920

Involved Less Than $10,- 
000,000 Report Shows. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—A decline 
in commercial failures to the low- 


est figures since the post-war boom 


days of 1920 was recorded today 
as an index of improving business. 
Figures compiled by Dun & 
Bradstreet for July made the low- 


est monthly total since September, 


1920, and showed a continuation of 
the rate of decline in the first week 
of August. 

On the basis of an index képt 
by the agency since the end of 1932, 
July insolvencies were at the an- 
nual rate of 38.2 for each 10,000 
firms in business. It compared with 
446 in June and 52.8 in July, 1935. 
In January, 1933, as business was 
heading for the banking holiday, 
it was above 170 and a former in- 
dex, computed somewhat differ- 
ently, soared above 200 at the peak 
of the depression epidemic of fail- 
ures. 

July 1936 failures totaled 639, the 
lowest with two exceptions for July 
since 1894 despite the growth of 
population and business. It com- 
pared with 902 in the same month 
last year and 2,596 in July, 1932. 
Liabilities involved were less 
than $10,000,000 in contrast with 
$16,523,000 in July 1935 and $87,- 
190,000 in July 1932.

40 Pct. Reduction in Mlinois Corn 
Prospects During July. 
By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 13. - 
Tilinois corn prospects were reduced 
40 per cent by July's heat 
drouth, the Aug. 
Agricultural Departments showed 
today. A crop of 197,434,000 bushels 
was indicated. 

“With the exception of 1934, when 
the crop totaled 167,808,000 bushels, 
this would be the smallest corn crop 
harvested in Illinois since 1887,” 
said A. J. Surratt, agricultural stat- 
istician. 

Since the Aug. 1 survey, further 
corn deterioration has been report- 
ed, although slight improvement re- 
sulted from recent showers in some 
places. | 

Illinois produced 318,510,000 bush- 
els of corn last year and an aver- 
age of 336,738,000 from 1928 to 1932. 

Surratt reported that winter 
wheat was estimated at a half-bush- 
el per acre above the 10-year aver- 
age, oats 37 per cent below the 
five-year average and soybeans at 
60 per cent of normal.

HEN the invitations were 
received some of our press 
representatives didn’t know 
whether to laugh or make a face.

Waiters lined up at the 
aisle entrances 20 or more in a 
row with trays. As soon as a 
speaker sat down, in rushed the 
waiters like patrons of a movie 
house when the ropes holding 
them back are let down. Keliners 
streamed through the aisles with 
food and bottles and in a jiffy 
the Olympic spirit was being 
blended with Rhenish. 


HE first wave was 1934 

Braunberger (Mosel), the sec- 
ond. was Dittelsheimer Berg 
(Rhein), the third wave must 
have been a tidal one, to judge 
by the name: “1934 Oecestricher 
Pflaenzer Riesling (Reingau) 
Wachstum Joh, Bapt.

The measure fulfilled a campaign 
promise of Premier Leon Blum, 
head of the popular front govern- 
ment, to eliminate the so-called “200 
families,” who it charges controlled 
the bank. 

The change also created such 
fear for the future of the franc that 
trading in bank stocks was sus- 
pended during some of the Parlia- 
mentary debate. 

Regents Are Apprehensive. 

The Regents professed ‘great ap- 
prehension” for the nation’s finan- 
cial future. They expressed con- 
cern that the new government, if 
it adopted liberal credit policies, 
would raise hopes “of generous 
manna.’

NEW ‘TRAFFIC CONTROL 


Altitudes of East, West, North 
and South Airways Fixed 
as Safety Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The 
Bureau of Air Commerce will in- 
stitute a wider system of aviation 
“traffic control” Saturday. 
Designed to guide planes flying 
a countrywide network of airways, 
officials said today, the new regula- 
tions fix altitudes at which the craft 
must fly. They also set up stand- 
ards for “blind flying” by 
tors of private planes. 
Already the bureau has 
lished “traffic control” stations at 
the Newark, Cleveland and Chi- 
cago airports. It is planning others 
at Detroit, Pittsburgh, Washington, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 


These stations will keep track of | 


all planes moving over the airways 
and may issue radio orders for 
changes of speed and direction to 
insure a smooth flow of traffic with 
maximum safety. 

The new regulations require that 
all westbound planes fly the “air 
highways” at even altitudes, such 
as 2000, 4000 and 6000 feet, and that 
eastbound craft fly at odd altitudes. 


As an additional safeguard against | 
collisions, planes crossing an air-. 
way must fly at altitudes half way | 
and east | 


between those for west 
bound planes, such as 2500 or 3500 
feet. 

Several “emergency altitudes” are 
designed for use whenever two-way 
radio communication fails. 


The new “blind flying” regula- 


‘tions provide that any pilot of a 


non-scheduled plane seeking to use 
the designated airways must mform 
the bureau of his flight plans and 
must hold a satisfactory “rating” 
for such flying. The ratings are

The Federal statute which would 
be invoked by the Government if) 
it should press peonage charges | 
was born of the Civil War. Drawn 
in 1867, it provides a fine of $5000 | 
or one year in jail for any person 
causing peonage. The Supreme 
Court has ruled that peonage is a 
state of compulsory servise based | 
on indebtedness of a person to his | 
master. 

Federal law provides that “the 
system known as peonage” shall be 
forever prohibited in the United 
States. The statute which makes 
this prohibition declares void all 
state laws which established or 
maintained “the voluntary or in- 
voluntary service or labor of any 
persons as peons, in liquidation of 
any debt or obligation, or other- 
wise.”

++ FREE presse is @ protection of the 
‘liberties of a free democracy.” We 
hear this doctrine, dressed up in different 
language, time and again, and yet we do 
not often find it demonstrated in a prac- 
tical way 

Your exposure, first of the small-time 
swindle in the matter of the insurance 
code amendment, and again in the regis 
tration of ghost voters in the City of Bt. 
Louis, is a practical demonstration of this 
doctrine 

This letter ie primarily written to sat- 
iafy my own desire to express to you my 
utter admiration and appreciation of your 
vigilance in tracing these frauds, your un- 
selfish courage in exposing them, and 
your persistence in hammering away at 
the grafters until they were driven to the 
wall and had to quit. 

I know that this may sound mushy, but 
I have no other way to express what I 
fee). Except for your work, these graft- 
ers would have gotten away 
hoodie. And you did it all, notwithstand- 
ing and in spite of the indifference of the 
general public. You did it in spite of the 
fact that you knew that while you might 
temporarily raise the mind of the general 
public to a pitch of resentment, these ex- 
posures seem to have no lasting effect. 

I think the most discouraging thing to 
a newspaper willing to expose graft is the 
utter indifference of the general public. 

About every four years, this same pub- 
lic works up some interest in the election 
of its public officers, usually upon false 
issues and usually induced by the arti- 
ficial stimulus of the politicians. Immedi- 
ately after election is over, this public 
loses all interest and turns the politician 
loose to work his will upon the public 
treasury and graft to his heart's content. 

When newspapers like yourself expose 
at great expense this graft, the general 
public is very likely to shrug its shoul- 
ders, perhaps cynically smile and dismiss 
the matter with the statement, “Oh, well, 
it has always been that way and will al- 
ways be that way.” 

It is your persistence in the face of 
this utter indifference and stupidity of 
the general public that commands my ut- 
most admiration and respect. I think 
there must be many thousands of other 
people who feel the same way about it, 
but hesitate to express it. I just could 
not keep still,

THE NATIONAL CHAIRMAN. 

Chairman Hamilton of the Republican National 
Committee has had a romantic success in politics. Un- 
known to the country at large a little while ago, his 
management of Gov. Landon’s pre-convention canvass, 
with the final strokes at Cleveland, was a master- 
plece of strategy and tactics. He had astute assocl- 
ates, of course, who were content to remain in the 
background while the leader basked in the limelight. 
Mr. Hamilton continues to occupy the center of the 
stage. 

The first murmur of criticism, as far as we know, 
appears in David Lawrence's syndicated column. In 
a friendly spirit, Mr. Lawrence points out that the, 
‘somewhat prosaic work of organization has not been | 
pressed with the vigor and attention demanded; that 
it has, in consequence, bogged down, the reason being 
that Mr. Hamilton has been out on the firing line in- 
stead of directing affairs from headquarters. The 
fact that an office executive has been brought in| 
to get the machinery into action would indicate that. 
the necessity. for correcting an unsatisfactory situa-| 
tion has been recognized. 

That the office of national chairman is of major, at | 
times of maximum, importance does not have to be | 
asserted.

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A SENSIBLE ATTITUDE. 

The Securities and Exchange Commission's investi- 
gation of investment trusts is being received various- 
ly by objects of the inquiry. As we noted the other 
day, a shareholder in Equity Corp. has brought suit 
against the SEC in the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court to enjoin the inquiry. On the other hand, there 
is the co-operative attitude of one of the oldest Amer- 
ican companies of this sort, Massachusetts Investors 
Trust of "Boston. 

The stand taken by this latter company is 80 
weighted with good sense that we quote from the cur- 
rent issue of Brevits, weekly bulletin of Massachu- 
setts Distributors, Inc., the distributing company 

The purpose of the investigation is simply to 
provide a basis for recommendations to Congress 
for regulatory legislation. Such _ legisiation, 
soundly conceived and embodying proper inves- 
tor safeguards, should be highly constructive to 
the investment trust business. From the charac- 
ter of the investigation to date and the experi- 
ence of the Massachusetts Investment Trust man- 
agement with the investigating authorities, there 
is every reason to expect the SEC recommenda- 
tions will be in the interests of investors. 

The airing of the mistakes and unsound prac- 
tices of the gilt era of investment trust financ- 
ing during 1927-29 is necessary in order to pro- 
vide a background for legislation for preventing 
repetition of past mistakes and possible future 
abuse. There will undoubtedly be some confu- 
sion of the facta by the press and through propa- 
ganda designed to cloud the issues involved. This, 
however, is a natural accompaniment to an inveati- 
gation of this type and magnitude. The aim of 
the investigation is a laudable one and the ad- 
ministration is not hostile to investment trusts 
which serve a useful purpose and are conducted 
on a sound basis.

It is good to have the testimony of 
one of the leading investment trusts in support of 
this position. 

Incidentally, here is further proof that the final 
test of a law is its administration. The generally 
wise way in which the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has administered the duties intrusted to it 
by Congress has won it widespread respect among 
many who were at first apprehensive, not to say 
afraid, of what it might do. 
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NOTE ON THE YOUNGEST SENATOR. 

Young Rush Dew Holt of West Virgina, “baby” of 
the Senate in age, must be a disappointment to many 
who were holding out high hopes for him two years 
ago. The summer of 1934 saw him, then barely 29, 
winning the Democratic nomination for the Senate, 
although not old enough to take his seat should he be 
elected. The next November he defeated a sitting 
Republican member, Henry D. Hatfield, by approxi- 
mately 70,000 votes. Then for most of the session 
he sat on the side lines, waiting for his thirtieth 
birthday and an opportunity to take the oath. As a 
Senator he has spent much of his time in a factional 
row with the other West Virginia Senator, Matthew 
M. Neely, who was a West Virginia Mayor when Rush 
Holt was a babe in arms. 

Now the 31-year-old Senator has taken up with the 
Townsend-Lemke-Coughlin combination, and, so it has 
been announced, will deliver the keynote address for 
the convention of the radio priest’s Nationa] Union 
for Social Justice Friday in Cleveland. The latter 
connection will be variously viewed, according to 
one’s opinion of Father Coughlin, To many it will 
be an indication that the promise of the “promising”’ 
young Senator is far from fulfillment. 
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FLATTENING CORRUPTION. 

Observing the local grand jury's investigation of 
the registration frauds, the Kansas City Times asks: 

“What of Kansas City?” 

Kansas City will, of course, have to find the an- 
swer. It might be remarked, though, that the grand 
jury, as an institution, has pretty well ceased to func- 
tion in Kansas City. By way of evidence, there is 
the statement of the foreman of a Jackson County 
grand jury, some two years ago, that it was merely “a 
gesture at law enforcement.” The second item was 
the reported statement of a United States District 
Court to a Federal grand jury that no help could be 
expected from the Police Department. 

That the Pendergast machine rules Kansas City by 
fraud and violence, as instanced in the Times’ force- 
ful summary of the situation, cannot be questioned. 
Nothing short of an uprising by the decent citizen- 
ship of Kansas City will overthrow the despotism now 
in arrogant power. It may be taken for a certainty 
that, sooner or later, that uprising will occur. 

Meantime, Missouri could, with a word, blow St. 
Louis’ organized political corruption into the river 
and, at the same time, encourage Kansas City to start 
its war. If Gov, Park would summarily remove the 
St. Louis Election Commissioners on the ground of 
proved unfitness, and appoint a new board, the effect 
woulc be electrifying, not only in St. Louis and Kan. 
sas City, but throughout the whole State. Such action 
would be a kayo for political corruption. That would 
be landing “on the button,” on the solar plexus and 
th» Achilles heel, all at once.

Let no man think of me as a Tory, as a 
Bourbon, as a heartless marauder in a 
predatory world. For I have nothing to 
defend—not even chains to lose. 

In terms of goods, poverty has been most 
general in non-capitalistic countries. For 
the immediate objective of capitalism is that 
standards of living shall ever be on the rise. 
More particularly, capitalism seeks that the 
purchasing capacity of a constantly increas- 
ing number of purchasers shall ever be on 
the rise. 

Mass production, modern merchandising, 
advertising, the creation of new commodi- 
ties, the popularization of old “ones, have 
but one objective—namely, increased usage, 
increased consumption, And in pursuance 
of this single objective it has become alto- 
gether clear, beyond the barest shadow of a 
doubt, that not the expensiveness of a com- 
modity but its cheapness makes it of greater 
value to its producer. The less it costs to 
buy an article, the more readily that article 
comes within the purchasing power of an in- 
creasingly large number of people, 

This, then, is the only economic system in 
which it is possible to give practical applica- 
tion to the moral dictum of the greatest 
good for the greatest number without utiliz- 
ing political disturbance as a Meang to that 
end. In this alone, if in nothing else, capital- 
ism justifies itself. 

It is evident from this statement of the 
situation that in capitalistic production it is 
essential for wealth, in the sense of purchas- 
ing power, to be widely diffused. Thus, con- 
trary to Marxian theory, in the United States 
the ownership of wealth is more widely dif- 
fused than in any other country on earth. 

Three specific characteristics mark the 
operations of the capitalist system at ite 
best :— 

(1) A higher return to the investor than 
he can receive from economic passivity, as 
when he invests in Government bonds for 
security only. 

(2) Wages so scientifically just that the 
purchasing power of the worker constantly 
increases. 

(3) An adequate return to the farmer so 
that manufactured goods and the benefits 
of urban living are more generally available 
to him. 

These three characteristics are norma] in 
the United States. 

The relationship between democracy and 
capitalism is not an inherent one, but this 
is a self-evident truth: democracy continues 
to flourish in countries where capitalism is 
most developed; it declines and disappears 
in those countries where the capitalist sys 
tem is underdeveloped or does not exist. 

In Communist, Fascist, and precapitalist 
countries, democracy does not exist. 

To those for whom politica) liberty as 
enunciated, for instance, in the Constitution 
of the United States has no significance, the 
preservation of democracy is futile. But the 
current view of the world forces the over- 
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whelming conviction that for the individual 
man there can be no will, no personality, no 
character, almost no value in life, unless he 
enjoys that liberty. 

The capitalist system is by no means per- 
fect. It ig an evolving, changing, flexible 
process of production and distribution. Like 
every dynamic human experience, it con- 
tains within itself the germs of its own de- 
struction, and against the spread of these 
germs we who seek to conserve the benefits 
of the system must be eternally vigilant. 
These evils may be summarized as follows: 

(1) The prineipal weakness of capitalism 
is a tendency to monopoly. Large-scale pro- 
duction, the control of capital by banking 
groups, government price-fixing as under 
the NRA, control of operations during wars, 
the nationalistic stabilization of essential 
industries, are but a few of the causes which 
may result in monopoly. 

(2) The tendency to bureaucracy hot 
only evident in government, but in business 
as well. After the initial pioneering group 
has disappeared from an enterprise the or- 
ganization tends to become stabilized into 
a more or less self-perpetuating bureaucracy 
in which seniority rather than capacity 
marks men off for advancement. 

In the capitalist system there is no room 
for uncompetitive overhead, and that is what 
a bureaucracy represents, 

(3) Excessive wealth often defeats itself 
in Caliguian exhibitionism. Really the evi) 
is limited to the individual, In fact his ex- 
cesses, in economics, act as a Means for 4 
swifter redistribution of wealth 

(4) Under both Communism and Fascism, 
class distinctions are inevitable, whereas we 
seek to avoid class distinctions altogether. 

As benéficial as this is to the individual 
in a democratic state, it has this essential 
weakness, that when an attack is made upon 
the capitalist system there are no capitalists 
to defend it, and when an attack is 
made on democracy there are no demo- 
crats to defend it. That sounds like a 
rhetorical inexactitude, but when we look 
at current literature, at current lecturing, 
even at the current drama, the emphasis 
is all in opposition and the defensive forces 
are weak. Even the so-called free press, 
even the great capitalistic monthlies, pub- 
lish vicious, unjustified, and badly conceived 
attacks on the very system which keeps 
them alive. 

The objective should be the improvement 
of the capitalist system and the conserving 
of democracy. 

First comes the whole probiem of employ 
ment. In the United States unemployment 
and re-employment during the depression 
and the recovery have been considered po 
litically. Both have become political weap- 
ons for the destruction and retention of po 
litical power. 

The fact that no one in the United States 
knows how many unemployed there are as 
compared with the unemployed in 1929 is not 
only astonishing, but a self-evident criticism 
of government. 

An employment census is the most essen- 
tial economic step which jean be taken ip 
the United States today.

Step in Home Canning

length of time that the jars are al- 
lowed to stay in the waterbath, 
steamer or pressure cooker is usual- 
ly responsible for success or fail- 
'ure, all other things being equal. 
Materials must be heated through 
if all bacteria which are responsi- 
ble for spoiling and possible food 
_poisoning are to be killed. As has 
been said in a previous article the 
acid foods may be_ successfully 
'processed in a hot water bath, 
_gsteamer or oven. They are the foods 
‘that usually keep without spoil- 
ing or poisoning. Non-acid vegeta- 
bles and meats need especial care 
and a pressure cooker is strongly 
recommended. 
| The time given for processing in

boiling water applies only to places 
with altitudes of 1000 feet or less. 
For altitudes above this the time 
should be increased 20 per cent for 
each additional 1000 feet. When 
processing in the steamer use the 
time given for the boilin: water 
bath, but for oven canning increase 
the time by 50 per cent. The same 
correction for altitude should be 
made for the steamer and oven as 
for the boiling water bath. When 
half gallon glass jars are used, five 
minutes should be added to times 
given for pint.and quart glass jars.

New Interest Provided by Add- 
ing a Few Ingredients to 
Foundation Recipe. 


These are the days when salads 
seem to become imperative. Every- 
thing found in the markets may 
find its way into a salad if the cook 
is clever. We no longer stop at 
beets, peas or beans. Cauliflower 
cooked, or some of the more tender 
florets served raw, is the latest 
addition to the list of salad ingredi- 
ents in the vegetable line. 

For fruit salads the possibilities 
too are endless. Not only fresh 
fruit but canned fruit or a com- 
bination of the two may be used 
in salad. It may be served plain, 
frozen or in aspic. Of course the 
greatest interest in salads is bound 
up with the dressing. 

French and mayonnaise are no 
longer the only kinds that top this 
healthful portion of the meal. Varia- 
tions have recently increased hun- 
dredfold and now even the plainest 
mixed green salad may wear an in- 
teresting new topping. 

French Dressing. 
(Foundation Recipe.) 

Mix one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon sugar and one-eighth tea-. 
spoon paprika. Add one-fourth cup 
vinegar and one-half cup olive oil, 
and beat thoroughly. 

Anchovy Dressing. 

To foundation recipe add two ta- 
blespoons finely chopped anchovies. 
Especially good with egg and an- 
chovy salad. 

Chiffonade Dressing. 

To foundation recipe add two ta- 
blespoons chopped parsley, two tea- 
spoons chopped onion, one hard 
cooked egg, chopped, and one-quar- 
ter cup cooked beets, chopped. Espe- 
cially good with romaine salad and 
cabbage salad. 

Honey French Dressing. 

In foundation recipe use one ta- 
blespoon less vinegar and add one- 
eighth teaspoon additional paprika 
and one tablespoon strained honey. 
Especially good with salad bowl 
fruit combination and pear salad. 

Ketchup Dressing. 
|, To foundation recipe add one- 

fourth cup tomato ketchup and mix 
thoroughly. Especially good with 
asparagus salad and lettuce salad. 

Mustard Dressing. 

To foundation recipe add two ta- 
| blespoons prepared mustard and 
mix until well blended. Especially 
| food with mock chicken salad and 
potato and egg salad, 

Piquante Dressing. 

To foundation recipe add one- 
half teaspoon prepared brown mus- 
tard, one-eighth teaspoon Wor-es- 
tershire Sauce, one-half teaspoon 
onion juice and two drops tabasco 
sauce. Mix well. Especially good 
with onion salad and any fish salad. 

Roquefort Dressing. 

To foundation recipe add four ta- 
blespoons crumbled Roquefort 
ciatly. and mix thoroughly. Espe- 
cially good with hearts of lettuce 
salad and romaine salad. 

Summer Dressing. 
| In foundation recipe use one ta- 
blespoon less vinegar and add three 
tablespoons pineapple juice, three 
tablespoons orange juice and one 
teaspoon sugar. Especially good 
with lettuce and watercress salad 
and cantaloupe salad. 

Tarragon Dressing. 

In foundation recipe use Tarra- 
gon vinegar for this dressing and 
add one hard cooked egg, chopped 
very fine. Especially good with en- 
dive salad and cauliflower salad. 
| Parisian Dressing. 
| To foundation recipe add two ta- 
|blespoons chopped green pepper, 
‘two tablespoons chopped red pep- 
| per, two tablespoons chopped celery, 
one-half tablespoon chopped onion 
‘and one-talf tablespoon chopped 
| Parsley. Mix well. Especially g00d 
with Julienne salad and lettuce and 
| watercress salad.
